Columbus, Feb. 27—The much dis 
cussed Beal local option bill and the 
Willis administration tax measure pas 
sed the house on Wednesday afternoon 
the fonner by a vote of 82 to 10, and 
the latter by a vote of 69 to 20. Amend 
ments were made to both measures l>e 
fore they were passed. 
Kepresenta 
tives Buell and Crist, of Columbiana 
county, voted for both measures. The 
Beal bill provides that upon prescnta 
tion of a petition signed by 40 per cent 
of 
voters councils shall call a spe 
cial election at which the question of 
saloons or no saloons shall be voted 
upon. 
Messrs. Buell and Crist and dlssatis- 
tied with the bill in its present form 
and were strongly opposed to the 
change from 25 per cent to 
per cent. 
In its present shape, they look upon it 
as a makeshift. 
Mr. Crist expressed 
his dislike of the 40 per cent, feature 
in a very conservative way, while Mr. 
Buell was decidedly (witspoken on the 
matter. He told the author of the bill 
it was an illegitimate thing. The liquor 
interests suffered a humiliating defeat. 


The Willis bill was paased, but not 
until it had been amended. Instead of 
taxing the authorized capital of cor­ 
porations one-tenth of one per cent, the 
tax only applies to the subscribed stock 
of such concerns. The amendment was 
agreed to in order to mollify the oppo­ 
sition of manufacturing Interests. 
Me.ssrs. Buell and Crist voted in the 
ailirmative because the bill bad been 
made a party measure. It is regarded 
as certain that the Willis hill will pass 
the senate. It is a twin measure of 
the Cole excis« bill taxing quasi-public 
carporationa. 
These measures were 
desigaed by Governor Nash. 


Representative Denune, of Franklin, 
refused to vote on an amendment for 
the Beal bill and he was declared to 
be in contempt. 
Attorney C. P. Roth- 
well, of East Palestine, came toColam- 
bus to lobby in behalf of the Beal bill, 
and its passage afforded him mneh 
satisfaction.

Now York, Feb. 27.—Prince Henry, 
of Prussia, dined 
last 
night with 
1,000 of the men who make American 
newspapers. He was the special guest 
of Herman Ridder, proprietor of the 
New 
Yorker 
Staats 
geitung, who 
gathered at his table a majority of 
the leading figures in American jour­ 
nalism. 
They came from the four 
quarters of the country and made the 
most noteworthy gathering of their 
•profession ever 
assembled 
in 
the 
iUnited States. There was a felicitous 
exchange of greetings between Prince 
Henry and the men who spoke for the 
journalistic 
craft, 
and 
the affair 
claims rank as one of the notable in­ 
cidents of the American tour of the 
German prince. 
The dinner was given in the hand­ 
some ball room of the Waldorf As­ 
toria hotel, but that immense apart; 
ment was not large enough to accom­ 
modate the numerous guests, and the 
'Astor gallery was also used. 


Bishop Potter Offered Grace. 


Mr. Ridder called upon Bishop Pot­ 
ter, who offered a brief grace. 
A small army of ^waiters 
quickly 
filled the aisles between tables, and 
with an order that was remarkable 
in such a large gathering the ban­ 
quet began. 
As the evening proceeded hundreds 
of handsomely gowned women filled 
the boxes above the dining hall. 
An 
orchestra high up in the second tier 
of boxes 
played 
popular 
national 
music, and when a tune caught the 
fancy of the crowd they sang it. 
At 
“Die Wacht am Rhein”

crowd 
arose, and

singing it lustily 
there were loud cheers.

At the recent meiv tlng of the city 
council, attention was called to the 
necessity of hav ing safety fenders on 
the street cars, and It was (lecldtnl to 
hav e an ordinance on the subject pre­ 
pared. 
Such an ordinance should be 
passed promptly. 
The 
street 
cars 
hav e been making a’ terrible record 
In the past few months. 
Although 
there Is no ev idence that the railway 
employes hav e been at fauit, some of 
the fatalities 
which hav e been so 
numerous could doubtless hav e 
been 
prev ented had the cars which struck 
the unfortunates been equippev l with 
life-sav ing fenders. Some people will 
he careless, and some will get drunk 
and walk the 
street car tracks, but 
neither of these facts is any reason 
why they should he killed. 
If 
the 
saying of ev en one human life can he 
effBctod by the use of fenders, .then 
they should be used, 
T h ^ these de­ 
v ices are a protection is univ ersally 
admitted where th^y.lj^ftv e h<H>^ tested. 
It was stated at the council meeting 
that there was no state law requiring 
traction 
companies to equip 
their 
cars with fenders. If thl» ’ he the case. 
It is a fact not creditable to the Ohio 
legislature, and that body should pro­ 
ceed at once to remedy the defect in 
the laws. 
Meantime the Kast Idv er- 
pool coiincil can do its part towaril 
prev enting unnecessary slaughter. 
It 
si highly prol)ul)le that tiie street rail- 
wiy people may oijject, on account of 
thfe expense. 
Such objections should 
hav e I no weight 
with human life in 
the 8<« Ie. 
And jf the railway mana­ 
gers v ^ould look to their own interests, 
th^y would see that car fenUem are 
cheaper than damug# suits and the 
payment of death Halms. No street 
car should l>e suffered to run for an 
hour that is not prov ided with ev ery 
possible dev ice to prev ent accidents. 
By all means let the city hav e a fen­ 
der ordinance and see that it is en­ 
forced. 


The folly'of a practice prev alent in 
East Liv erpool of laying brick 
side­ 
walks in the mud Is now apparent in 
many sections of the city. Sidewalks, 
the purpose of which ought to be to 
enable pedestrians to keep out of the 
mud. are so sunken or cov ered with 
dirt as to be not .only an Iriconv en- 
lence, but a positiv e danger to those 
who try to walk « i>on them. The pas­ 
serby can fee -1 them settle under his 
feet; bricks are standing on end, and 
the walks are utterly useless for the 
purpose for which they are intended. 
This condftion of affairs prev klls to a 
greater or less extent each spring; 
this season it Is far worse than usual. 
We are supposed to hav e a system of 
street iuspection, but it is ev ident that 
It has not prev ented work In the pav e­ 
ment line that would be a disnredit 
to the merest amateur. Steps should 
be taken promptly to reme<ly existing 
defects, and more important atill, to 
guard hgalnst them In the future. 


About the most cheerful sight wit­ 
nessed on the streets of East Liv er­ 
pool for some days is the appearance 
of the street cleaning department on 
the business streets, remov ing many 
weeks’ accumulation of dirt and mud. 
There is work for a full force for a 
long time, not only on the principal 
thoroughfares, but on side streets and 
alleys—especially on the latter. 
The 
spring cleaning should be thorough, 
and after it Is accomplished, the city 
should be kept clean. 
The work* is 
expensiv e, but it Is also important. 
It is cheaper to pay for systematic 
and constant cleaning than to run the 
risk of an epidemic of disease—and 
thaL as ev eryone knows, is just what 
dirty streets inv ite.

To my surprise, he or­ 
dered nothing but mushrooms, bread 
and butter and. of course, drinkables. 
W e had mushrooms raw’, stewed, fried 
and broiled on toast. 
It w’as my first 
experience, but I found them excel­ 
lent. 
I certainly thought they would 
not "stay by me;” but. to ray surprise. 
for many hours afterw ard I bud as 
complete a sense of fullness as rare 


they were carried to Hawaii. 
Trees torn by storm s from the blinks 
of Asiatic rivers frequently float across 
the Pacific to the American coast. Be­ 
tween 
Kakatag and ’ K.vak islands, 
about 1,200 miles northwest of Seattle, 
enormous piles of this driftwood cover 
the benches. Tty?re can be no question 
of the Asiatic origin of tin* timber. 
They are the trunks of the camphor 
tree, the mango aud the mahogany. 
Logs 150 feet long und eight feet in di­ 
am eter are frequently found. Many of 
them are seen floating shoreward, with 
fantastic roots standing high above tho 
waves. 
In placed the logs are piled 
twenty feet high. They are generally 
without bark, which has been peeled 
off by the w’aves, and most of them 
have become white and heavy from 
impregnation with salt water. As they 
pile up the sands drift aiver them, and 
gradually they sink out of sight, ami 
new beaches ore formed. This process 
has been going on for ages, and the 
shore line is being steadily extended. 
Excavations along the beach show thnt 
texture of the buried timber gets hard­ 
er and harder the farther in you go, 
until in some instil noes petrifaction has 
taken place. 
Other excavations show 
logs ttyit have turned to coal. 
The presence of Siberian driftwood 
on the shores of Greenland convinced 
Nanseu that his Idea of drifting aeross 
the Polar sen in the Pram was-logical. 
G reat quantities of the W’ood are an­ 
nually 
oust on the coasts of Spits­ 
bergen 
and Nova Zemblu, and there 
are tribes of Greenland Eskimos who 
depend for sledge runners and other 
wooden implements on tho drift from 
Siberian forests. 
For years they de­ 
pended for Iron implements out the 
hoops of casks which came to them 
over seas.—Theodore W aters in Ains 
lee's.

Where Dr. Marshall Might Have Look­ 
ed After Them, But Is Accused of 
Not Doing 80—Can

Editor News Review: 
With much 
eclat Dr. It. J. Marshall 
proclaims 
himself for the fifth time 
a 
seeker 
after councilraantc honors at the hands 
of the voters of the Fifth ward. 
In 
his accustomed ostentatious manner he 
feigns great friendship for the man 
of limited means. 
SHrenlike 
he 
at­ 
tempts to lull the voters Into the be­ 
lief that he will do ail kinds o f'possi- 
Die and impossible things for them 
only to forget 
his 
promises 
after 
electlpp day. 
He professes to 
have 
looked after the interests of the tax 
payers at all times, and so he has— 
the wealthy ones. I have known and 
taken great interest in the doctor for 
years, and always^found him to be for 
himself first, last and all the time, 
1 
♦ 
Take for instance the matter of im­ 
proving the hill road connecting the 
city proper with the. East End. 
The city engineer’s estimate on the 
cost of this Improvement was $9,000, 
the city’s share of which was to be 
$185. Based on this estimate Dr. Mar­ 
shall managed to induce council to 
pass the improving ordinance. 
^Vnd 
now what do we find the actual cost 
of the improvement to he? 
Thirty- 
two thousand dollars, of which amount 
only $25,000 pan be levied against the 
property benefited, thus leaving $7,000 
to be saddled on the city, provided a1) 
the assessments can he collected. But 
that Is not all. 
There are damage suits as a result 
of this improvement 
amounting 
to 
about $28,000, running the 
eventual 
cost of the Improvement up to the 
stupendous aum of $60,000. And what 
are the returns for this price? How 
many of our working people in any 
part of the city are benefited by this 
vast 
expend!Jure of 
money? 
Less 
than one-half of this amount expend­ 
ed on the river road 
would* mean 
money in the pockets of all classes— 
the working man and woman iu -the 
saving of car fares, etc. 
But 
that 
would not satisfy the doctor and his 
friends, for at that time 
the street 
railway company was opposed to the 
improvement of the river-road, the doc 
tor was on very friendly terms with 
the management and carried out their 
wishes. 
Here is another evidence 
of 
the 
doctor’s extreme friendliness towards 
the poorer classes. The long list of 
assessments for Pennsylvania avenue 
Improvements show 
Dr. 
Marshall’s 
friends—those able 
to 
pay taxes 
have all been very carefully “taken 
care" of. 
Permit me to cite but one 
case: Wm. C. Thompson is the owner 
of a bunch of, lots along the line of 
improvement andj Is required to pay 
only $10 for each lot of 50 feet, while 
L. Gardner and Wm. H. Kinney 
ad­ 
joining are compelled to pay $20 each 
for the same number of feet frontage, 
or IOO per cent more than the for­ 
mer. 
Instances of this kind are too nu­ 
merous to be crowded into the lim­ 
ited space at my disposal. Two years 
sgo the doctor was re-elected on the 
postive promise that he would give 
his hearty support to the improvement 
of the river road, but not one dollar 
has been expended on that dilapidated 
road since then, and never will be as 
long as he la In power. 
When Dr. 
Marshal) entered city council 
eight 
years ago the bonded indebtedness of 
the city amounted to $280,000. It has 
now increased to $470.000—almost dou- 
bled in that time. Marshall more than 
any other man is responsible for this, 
for has he not been the leading spirit 
of the finance committee and council 
for over six years? Only recently it 
was necessary to sell bonds to the 
amount of $50,000 to relieve the float­ 
ing indebtedness of the city, the banks 
having curtailed the credit of the city, 
even flatly refusing to honor the city’s 
paper. Thus is Marshall’s policy drift­ 
ing East Liverpool toward bankruptcy. 
Are your taxes and rents lower now 
than formerly? 
You all know what 
your 
taxes were last 
year. 
With 
Marshall back in council next year 
taxes 
will be higher, sure pop. 
In 
view of these facts is it not for the 
best interests of the 
city that 
the 
doctor should be retired this time and 
a friend of the workingman put in 
his place?
